On the other hand, the value of 
th? wheat r.op rose in both 1896 
and 1897, the years of the silver 
cam paign depression. 
Wheat prices 
were high in 1914, the year of the 
war depression. Another depression 
began and ended in 
1924.

wheat prices and production were 
up It’s a matter of choice.

don’t agree. 
There is this about rising agri­ 
cultural prices, however, that ev­ 
eryone can "ce and understand For 
the first time in many months light 
has pierced the gloom clouds, not 
uncertainly but in a blaze. Tliere i 
are fanners, there arc traders, there 
are storekeepers, and many others 
dependant on them, who are think­ 
ing about something
